Russian  author,  his  War  and  Peace 
is  an  epic  tale,  considered  by  many  to  be  the  greatest  novel 
ever  written.

Based  around  a  crime  of  passion,  the  play  was  notable  for  its 
realism;  one  reviewer  wrote:  "You  can  almost  feel  that  myste¬ 
rious  grit  that  sifts  all  over  Manhattan,  sifting  into  the  theater, 
and  hear  its  crunch  as  it  eddies  into  the  tattle  and  fuss  of  these 
people.  It  is  like  spying  upon  the  neighbors  with  earphones 
and  binoculars,  and  out  of  all  the  casual  talk  and  incident  Mr. 
Rice  snatches  with  gusto  and  compassion  the  tawdry  little 
items  which  stack  up  into  an  unusual  and  memorable 
evening."

1533  Hoover,  Herbert  C.  (1874-1964)  31st  President  of  the  U.S. 
(1929-33);  born  West  Branch,  Iowa.  He  easily  won  the  1928 
Republican  presidential  nomination  and  defeated  Democrat 
Alfred  E.  Smith.  His  administration  was  dominated  by  the 
Great  Depression,  ushered  in  by  the  stock  market  crash  of  Oct. 
1929.  Believing  the  economy  would  regenerate  spontaneously. 
Hoover  was  reluctant  to  extend  federal  activities.  He  ran  for 
reelection  in  1932  but  was  overwhelmingly  defeated  by  Frank¬ 
lin  D.  Roosevelt.  Later,  Hoover  coordinated  (1946)  food  sup¬ 
plies  to  war-ravaged  countries  and  headed  (1947-49)  the 
Hoover  Commission,  which  recommended  administrative 
reforms  of  the  executive  branch.

At  the  Second  Continental  Congress  he  drafted 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.  In  1779  he  became  governor 
of  Virginia,  guiding  that  state  through  the  troubled  last  years  of 
the  American  Revolution.  Appointed  secretary  of  state  (1790- 
93)  in  Washington's  cabinet,  he  served  as  vice  president  (1797- 
1801).  The  Republicans  triumphed  at  the  polls  in  1800,  but 
Aaron  Burr,  who  had  been  slated  to  become  vice  president, 
tied  Jefferson  in  the  presidential  vote.  Jefferson  was  finally 
chosen  president  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  largely  on 
the  adv  ice  of  Hamilton,  who  considered  Jefferson  less  danger¬ 
ous  than  Burr.  Jefferson  was  the  first  president  inaugurated  in 
Washington,  a  city  he  had  helped  to  plan.  Usually  strict  in  his 
interpretation  of  the  Constitution,  he  pushed  through  the  Loui¬ 
siana  Purchase  of  1803,  an  action  that  it  did  not  expressly 
authorize.  He  also  planned  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition. 
During  his  second  administration,  difficulties  arose  from 
attacks  on  neutral  U.S.  shipping  by  the  warring  powers  of  Brit¬ 
ain  and  France.  With  such  measures  as  the  Embargo  Act  of 
1807  he  tried  to  use  economic  pressure  to  gain  a  solution,  but 
this  aroused  strong  opposition  in  the  U.S.  In  retirement  after 
1809  at  his  beloved  home,  Monticello,  Jefferson  brought  about 
the  founding  of  the  Univ.  of  Virginia  and  continued  his  life¬ 
long  interests  in  science,  architecture,  philosophy,  and  the  arts.

Flora  and  JEB  workeo 
together  as  the  best  military  couples  do  and,  when  Stuart  decided  to  honor  his  ties  to  the  Confederacy,  his  wife  supported  him  wholeheart* 
edly  in  spite  of  her  father's  decision  to  fight  for  the  Union. 


Over  the  course  of  the  War,  as  Stuart's  reputation  for  bravery  and  leadership  grew,  he  knew  his  wife  and  children  waited  and  feared  for  him 
At  some  point  during  the  conflict,  Stuart  sat  for  this  portrait,  surely  knowing  he  would  give  one  to  his  devoted  wife.  Shot  on  May  11,1 864i 
during  the  Battle  of  Yellow  Tavern,  Stuart  died  the  next  day,  before  his  wife  could  reach  his  side.  Devastated  by  his  death.  Flora  kept  this 
portrait  with  her  until  the  time  of  her  ow  n  death  almost  60  years  later.

1689  Edward  VIII.  (1894-1972)  King  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
from  January  1936  until  December  11,  1936.  when  he  abdi¬ 
cated  in  order  to  someday  marry  an  American  divorcee,  Wallis 
Simpson  (they  married  June  3,  1937).  A  beloved  Prince  of 
Wales,  his  choice  to  abandon  the  throne  for  personal  happiness 
was  a  blow'  to  many  of  his  subjects. 

The  suddeness  of  Edward's  abdication  meant  that  many  of  the 
preparations  for  his  Coronation  had  begun,  as  had  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  souvenirs  for  the  event. 

A  lot  of  three  items,  reminders  of  the  difficulties  of  the  abdica¬ 
tion. 

The  first  item  is  a  two  album  recording  (78  rpm)  of  the 
"Farewell  Message  of  King  Edward  VIII"  issued  by  the 
Sherman  Recording  Service  of  New  York.  Probably  produced 
for  use  by  radio  stations  and  for  a  few  collectors.  There  are  a 
few  scratches  and  Part  I  is  somew  hat  warped,  but  the  records 
appear  usable.  Our  second  piece  is  a  wall  calendar  for  the 
year  1937,  featuring  a  color  portrait  of  Edward  3  111  in  uni¬ 
form.  Complete  with  the  ribbon  to  be  used  as  a  hanger  and  the 
cover  page  for  the  calendar,  this  is  a  remarkable  artifact  of  the 
time  in  near  fine  condition.  One  small  dent  at  the  top  left  cor¬ 
ner  and  one  minor  smudge  near  the  bottom  right  comer  are  the 
only  flaws  on  the  piece.  Considering  the  fragility  of  the 
medium  and  the  fact  that  the  condition  is  so  wonderful,  this  is 
a  highly  desirable  collectible.  Edward  17//  His  Life  and 
Reign  by  Hector  Bolitho.

Breen  believes  that  the  abundance  of  double  dates,  triple  dates, 
misplaced  dates  from  1844  to  1849  was  caused  by  James  Bar¬ 
ton  Longacre,  who  secured  the  Mint  Engravership  position  via 
Senator  John  C.  Calhoun.  The  prior  Mint  Engraver,  Christian 
Gobrecht,  had  died  in  July  1844,  and  Longacre  went  around 
normal  Mint  procedures  and  obtained  the  Engravership,  at  the 
behest  of  the  old  line  Mint  families,  the  Eckfeldts,  Peales, 
DuBois  and  Pattersons.  Naturally,  the  Engravership  position 
being  handed  to  an  outsider  greatly  upset  the  apple  cart.  Either 
ongacre  was  assigned  the  menial  tasks  of  punching  dates  into 
dies,  or  his  employees  were  silently  protesting  Longacre's 
position  and  by  failing  in  their  work  perhaps  wanted  him  to  be 
removed.  Regardless  of  which  speculation  is  correct,  the  tmth 
may  never  be  known  for  sure,  but  we  have  many  fascinating 
coins  with  mispunched  dates  to  ponder.

By  1 799  most  of  the  dies  had  been  discarded  which 
showed  more  than  13  stars,  except  for  a  couple  of  acci¬ 
dents  where  too  many  stars  were  engraved.

Greatness  often  hides  behind  modesty.  Speak  with  Frances  Daseler  and  you  could  hardly  guess  that  the  collection  she  has  consigned  for  sale  is  one  of 
the  world's  finest  of  its  kind.  A  modest  person,  Frances  is  keenly  interested  in  the  next  stage  of  her  life  -  including  traveling  and  moving  into  a  new 
home  but.  w  ith  a  little  coaxing,  we  got  her  to  talk  about  the  development  of  her  collection  and  w  ill  share  the  story  with  you. 

Frances  met  her  future  husband,  Edward  Daseler,  M.D.,  during  World  War  II  while  both  were  at  the  University  of  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor.  Mamed  for 
almost  five  decades,  their  relationship  was  one  of  shared  interests  and  enthusiasm,  as  well  as  devotion  to  each  other. 

Beginning  with  a  Peter  Wyeth  painting,  the  Daseler’s  collecting  interests  always  centered  on  things  of  rare  appeal.  Edward's  purchase  of  a  piece  of  pre- 
Columbian  pottery  in  Mexico  revealed  the  compelling  beauty  of  ancient  artifacts.  At  the  time  openly  for  sale  and  legally  exported,  the  crude  but  majes¬ 
tic  simplicity  of  the  pottery  fascinated  them  and  it  became  Edw  ard's  passion. 

of  life's  unexpected  turns  came  during  a  trip  to  the  Middle  East,  where  Edward  was  giving  a  speech.  Wandering  through  a  ba/aar  in  the  otT-hours. 
ces  and  Edward  made  a  purchase  that  sent  them  on  a  shared  journey  that  was  to  last  much  ol  the  rest  ol  their  lives  together. 

The  Daseler’s  purchase  in  that  ba/aar  was  a  "tear  jar"  -  a  glass  object  created  to  collect  the  tears  of  mourners.  An  ancient  tradition  done  in  homage  to  a 
recently  departed  family  member  or  celebrity,  the  ritual  use  of  a  tear  jar  involves  tilling  the  vessel  with  tears  ol  sorrow  and  remembrance  and  is  still 
practiced  today. 

Struck  by  the  simple  beauty  of  their  happenstance  purchase,  the  Daselers  educated  themselves  about  ancient  glass  and  began  Il>  P111’-'111 anacnt'el'iss 
in  their  travels.  Over  the  years,  the  Daselers  accomplished  a  remarkable  feat  -  they  created  one  ot  the  finest  privately  held  collections  ol  anuent  glass 

in  the  world  today.

BC.  Size:  1-3/4  x  1-5/8."  In  deep  brow  n  clay,  this  tablet  is  sim¬ 
ilar  to  the  previous  lot  but  larger  and  thicker  due  to  the  "enve¬ 
lope"  encasing  another  smaller  tablet  within.  Text  appears  on 
both  sides,  plus  two  edges.  The  exterior  text  mirrors  most,  if 
not  all  of  the  inscription  on  the  interior  tablet.  This  is  also  an 
economic  document  detailing  the  receipt  of  five  shekels  of  sil¬ 
ver  as  interest,  reflecting  an  agreement  that  was  also  notarized 
before  witnesses.  Envelope  is  intact  and  perfect.  Again  rare 
and  desirable  for  being  an  actual  transaction  in  shekels  of  sil¬ 
ver,  rather  than  just  an  ordinary  receipt.  But  also,  this  artifact 
has  the  immediacy  of  placing  one  so  very  near  to  the  ancient 
event  by  the  fact  that  the  scribe,  who  fashioned  and  then  wrote 
on  this  tablet,  left  his  finger  and  palm  prints  firmly  and  clearly 
all  over  it!

Judaea,  c.  7th  to  6th  century  BC.  Diameters:  10  mm.  to  27 
mm.  Lot  of  8  pieces.  These  weights  are  fashioned  in  colored 
limestone  —  red,  or  "salmon,"  brick  red,  tan.  and  dark  gray.  All 
are  domed  in  shape  and  nearly  approach  a  sectioned  sphere. 
All  are  marked  on  the  top  with  their  value  —  on  the  larger  a 
shekel  sign  (like  a  X  with  a  cross  bar  connecting  the  bottom 
legs)  —  plus  additional  or  other  signs  instead.  In  this  group  are 
weights  of:  four  shekels,  two  shekels,  one  shekel,  nezef,  beqa 
(half  shekel),  five  gerah,  and  four  gerah.  All  are  in  choice  con¬ 
dition,  only  one  or  two  with  minor  chips,  and  but  for  two,  the 
signs  are  extremely  legible.  The  beqa  and  the  nezef  are  worn 
w  ith  the  Hebrew  inscription  only  just  discernible.  Interestingly 
the  nezef  had  two  additional  "replacement  "  signs  added  in 
either  the  Hellenistic  or  Greco-Roman  eras.

Stationed  in  Palestine  and  Syria,  the  Tenth  Legion  made  up  the 
forces  that  Vespasian  employed  in  Northern  Israel  during  his 
campaign  of  66  AD.  later,  the  legion  comprised  a  good  portion 
of  the  troops  that  destroyed  Jerusalem  under  Titus.  Three 
years  later  they  completed  the  mopping  up  of  the  First  Revolt 
when  the  captured  Masada.  Afterwards,  the  Tenth  Legion 
became  the  official  permanent  garrison  for  the  province  of 
Judaea.  Following  the  Bar  Kochba  revolt,  the  legion  was  sta¬ 
tioned  in  Jerusalem  (which  was  renamed  Aelia  Capitolina  by 
Hadrian)  itself.  In  the  early  1990's  a  major  Tenth  Legion  site 
was  discovered  during  excavations  for  a  parking  lot  next  to  the 
National  Auditorium  in  Jerusalem.  At  that  time  a  number  of 
like  tiles  came  on  the  market,  but  these  have  long  since  been 
dispersed.
